Eeece Bobbed Again. 


Daring last night two or more burglars 


broke into £. 0. Reeoe's Run store, at 257 
North Main street, and got away with a 
half dozen revolvers, worth about 960. 
The robbers got in through the transom 
over the rear door, which had been nailed 
in place. The thieves simply pushed it 
inward and then orawled over into tbe 
store. Going out they removed the bar 
from across the door and walked out 
with the pistols.

Illinois Soldiers' and Sailors' Borne. 
A leading item in the work of the leg- 


islature at its last session was the appro- 
priation for the establishment ot an Illi- 
nois Soldiers' and Sailors' Home. The 
bill provides that not less than forty nor 
more than 360 acres ot land shall be pur- 
chased on which to construct the build 
ing. The Governor is to appoint seven 
commissioners, without pay, to eoleot the 
site of the home. When Jhis is done tbe 
Governor is to appoint three trustees, 
who shall be a body politic and shall su- 
pervise the construction of the building, 
receive specifications, advertise for bids, 
and the like. Tbe trustees are invested 
with the usual powers in regard to the 
admission, maintenance and discharge of 
inmates. After tbe building is comrtet- 
ed, the legislature will hove to make tbe 
usual appropriation for its running ex- 
penses. There is a Irendy some discussion 
as to who the commissioners and trustees 
will be, and the question of location is 
being agitated. 
Tbe cities of Peoria, 


Danville, Springfield and likewise Deoa- 
tur are moving in the matter of captur- 
ing the Home, with what success time 
will develop. It is cot necessary to en- 
large upon the advantages of Decatur as 


suitable point for the Home, for as 


everybody knows, this is one of the most 
accessible cities in the state, centrally lo- 
cated, and having plenty of cool, water 
and natural drainage.

Letter from Washington City. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 25, '85. 
Eos. KEPTJBLICAN:—Since I 
last 


appeared before your sanctum Wash- 
ington has calmly settled down to 
the fate of a Democratic adminis- 
tration. 
The intense fear of a com- 


plete "reform" among officeholders 
has, under the rather 
unexpected 


magnanimity of the President, sub- 
sided into a feeling of greater confi- 
dence, and even now when some do 
give up their places they do it with 
a grace more becoming a man who 
somehow is half persuaded that it is 
all for the public weal and his own 
good rather than of one who indig- 
nantly yields his place to usurpers. 
However, this clasa of men is not 
quite in the majority yet, and the 
fixed determination of the average 
Kepublican to resign rather than 
suffer the disgrace of serving under 
a Democratic Administration, has 
given away to a decided inclination 
to hold on as long as possible to a 
place on Uncle Sum's pay rolls. 


Changes are going on slowly but 


surely among the officials who are 
not protected by the civil service 
laws, and the morning paper is sure 
to contain a list of new appointments, 
which not very strangely, are nearly 
always in favor of the Democracy. 
Nearly all the clerks and chiefs of 
divisions in the Departments held 
office under the "spoils" system, be 
fore t!ie civil service laws, and are 
therefore Republicans. But because 
Kepublican chiefs and higher 
offi- 


cials must now give up their places 
(which, from their prominence, they 
are likely to lose whether within the 
limits of the civil service laws or 
not), it does not necessarily follow 
that the body of the clerks will pay 
the penalty of dismissal for their po- 
litical faith. In fact, the latter are 
quite sure of retaining their posi- 
tions unless it is proved that they 
have been very "offensive partisans." 
The significance of the last, to be 
sure, has been broadened to include 
any one who has "stumped" or in 
some cases even those who have cast 
their vote for the Republican party, 
bnt, in tho main, it gives very little 
satisfaction 
to discharge 
an ef- 


ficient clerk when his place must be 
tilled according te civil service laws 
under which Democrat and ll°pub- 
lican must enter alike. Though per- 
haps no paina baa been spared to 
produce them, yet very few among 
the body of clerks have been dis 
charged for these party reaeous. 
And this is as it should be, for the 
working force of the Departments is- 
not so corrupt as some newspapers 
would have us believe, and the story 
that Secretary Manning, in counting 
the money of the Treasury found 
only a few tail-feathers missing on 
the bird of Jove, and that on soina 
early dollars, might well be takou in 
a more general sense. 


The civil service laws are bitterly 


condemned by President Cleveland's 
constituents, and the Civil Service 
Commission, of which Dr. Gregory 
of Harristown, is a member, meet 
with not a few obstacles in the pro- 
gress of its work. This work has so 
rapidly increased that the Commis 
sion bun been compelled to extend 
the length of its working day two 
hours, which really necessitates an 
increase of clerical force, but Con- 
gress is proverbially slow in passing 
appropriations for the necessities" of 
needed reforms of any kind1 It is 
a happy rellection, however, that the 
President appreciates the efforts of 
the Commission and recognizes the 
importance of this great reform, 
notwithstanding 
the 
tremendous 


pressure for office brought to bear 
by Democratic influence. His hearty 
co-operation has given 
renewed 


strength and confidence to the Com- 
mission, and it is with pride that we 
point to the fact that Dr. Gregory 
is so intimately and efficiently con- 
nected with this work—a work that 
has for its aim the removal of one 
of the greatest evils that has threat- 
ened our Government, and which 
Democrat and Kepublican alike, if 
loyal to the country's welfare, must 
uphold. 


The National Conference of Char 


ities and Correction that met hero 
some time since, left a very favora- 
ble impression upon the thinking 
classes. Nearly every large city of 
the Union was represented, and 
nearly as many plans for the relief 
of the poor were offered. 
It was 


generally conceded, however, that 
pauperism and vagrancy more often 
resulted from alms-giving than from 
any other cause. Washington ap- 
pears to have its share of paupers, 
as statistics show that about 1 color- 
ed family in every 0, and about 1 
white family in every '22 in the Dis- 
trict apply for alms. 
Bat the city 


is wide awake to its needs, and al- 
ready there are ninety-five relief-giv- 
ing organizations in the District be- 
sides the churches. 


A musical feature like that of De- 


catur draws a large crowd into the 
White House lawns each Saturday 
evening, from 5 to 7. Here, just 
Lack from the White House balcon-
